of fire halls made of tow saturated 
w ith tar or turpentine into the air. an

Ohe of the most remarkable old time 
celebrations of ttie Fourth of Ju ly that 
ever took place in New York state was 
described as follows many years ago 
by a woman who witnessed it; 
" It was in 17‘.>h. and it happened in 
the old Indian valley of Oquago. now

Borne of us were frightened half to 
death for fear they would scalp us, 
but the liquor only seemed to make 
them playful, not ferocious.

as it waa»dark they lighted a big bon­ 
fire. around which they danced wildly

The southern colonies and. after the 
ratification of 
the constitution, 
the 
southern states were by no means be­ 
hind New England in their celebra 
tion of the glorious Fourth. 
In the 
Old Dominion of Virginia 100 years 
ago tin* 
wealthy 
patriotic 
planters, 
their friends, guests and servants, an 
nually assembled in great num bers in 
Richmond 
to celebrate our nation s 
birthday with the best horse races ot 
that period and other diversions. 
I)r. Frank H. Wade of Pittsburgh 
quotes from a letter written b> 
his 
maternal grandfather, dated R i c h m o n d 
July 5. 1700: 
\ 
“The variegated costumes of a mass 
of dam es and gentlemen gave the wide 
balcony the appearance of a flower 
garden, and the sparkling eyes, red 
cheeks and smiling lips of the young 
ladies m ade the scene a most endhant 
ing one 
Little t>eii titles in diamonds 
and lace rode by in rich chariots, ac 
coinpanied by portly old fellows with 
enormous ruffles. 
Fhe liofses Were the 
cream jo f our Virginia racers. 
A lter 
bcingda'd up and down through 
the 
c r o w B b e y were stripped, saddled arid 
mounWd. 
The drum tapped and off 
they shot like meteors 
When the race 
was won bv a horse bearing our new 
national c o l o r s - r e d . white and b lu e - 
in honor of the occasion being Inde­ 
pendence day, I thought the neoplo 
.would s o wild with enthusiasm.” 


One of the strangest coincidences of 
American uistorv was the death of two 
ex-presideuts. John Adams and Thom­ 
as Jefferson, on the same day, July 4, 
182«. 
Adams and Jefferson were political 
eueiuies 
When Jefferson was inaugu­ 
rated tiis predecessor did uot even wait 
to receive him 
in 1825 Mr. Adams, 
feeling his growing infirmities, hoped 
that lie might live to see the fiftieth 
anniversary of the nation. 
1 lie hope 
was realized, and it seemed as though, 
being thus gratified, the great intellect 
of the involution cared not to live 
throughout the day. 
He expired before 
noon, almost bis last words being: 
“And 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
still 
sur­ 
vives” 
Jefferson did survive, but only for a 
few hours 
He. too> had been desirous 
of living for the semicentennial anni­ 
versary of the nation. 
But lie was so 
ill and fragile that it was not expected 
he would hold so long. The morning of 
the Fourth of July. 1826, came at last, 
however, and 
with a satisfied look 
upon his face the author of the Dec­ 
laration soon passed away 
Neither Adams nor Jeffersou knew of 
the death of the other on the same day, j 
for communication was slow' then. 
Five years after the death of Adams 
and 
Jefferson 
another 
ex-president, 
James Monroe, passed away on the 
Fourth of July. 
He was a resident of 
New’ York, and, like Jefferson, was aR 
most in abject poverty at the time of 
his death. 
He had been living the life 
of a recluse, humiliated both by finan­ 
cial em barrassm ents and the misfor­ 
tunes of his family. 
He died on the 
Fourth of July, 18.” I.
